ORDER 

Wnereas by a Proclamation issued on the 19th March, 1970, under clause (1) 
of ajtiole 356 of the Constitution of India it has been declared that the powers pf 
the Legislature of the State of West Bengal shall be exercisable by or under the 
authority of Parliament, 

And whereas Parliament has in pursuance of the provisions of article 200 (1) 
in) made grant in advance in ic'-pect of the estimated expenditure for a part of 
tie financial year 1970-71, 

And whereas the giant so made in advance may not be adequate to defray the 
expenditure which will ceme in the course of payment from the Consolidated Fund 
of the State of West Bengal immediately after the 31st day of July, 1970; 

And whereas the Hou,e of the People is not in session and it is necessary to 
authorise expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State of West Bengal 
pending sanction of such expenditure by Parliament, 

Now. therefore, in pursuance of sob clause (c) of clause (1) of article 357 of 
the constitution, I, V- V. Girl President of India, hereby authorise, pending sanc¬ 
tion by Parliament, the expenditure of sums not exceeding those specified in column 
3 of the Schedule annexed hereto and amounting, in the aggregate, to the sum 

( io$3 ) 
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of forty-three crores, seven lakhs and seventytwo thousand rupees from and out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State of West Bengal towards defraying the several 
charges which will come in course of payment during that period of the financial 
year 1970-71 which will commence immediately after the 31 st day of July, 1970 , 
in respect of the services and purposes specified in column 2 of the said Schedule.
